Nixon Going To London, 


Will Lunch With Queen 


WASHINGTON RIP!) — Vice, 
President Richard M. Nixon 
leaves for London today on a 
five-day visit that will give 
Britons their first chance to 
size him up as a leading con­ 
tender for the U. S. presidency. 


Radio Moscow and the Lon­ 
don Daily Worker all but came 
right out an^l called on British 
Communists to give the vice 
president and his wife, Pat, a 
violent Venezuela-style protest 
reception. 


The trip is being made by 
Nixon to represent this coun­ 
try at the dedication of the 
American Chapel in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral.

Dec. 6 meeting. The Republi­ 
cans probably will wait until 
late December or mid-January. 
A choice in the Midwest is 
by no means certain.

from Miami Beach, where he 
inspected its possibilities as a 
convention site. 
If both parties want the Mid­ 
west, the odds are on Chicago. 
No other city from the area has 
bid for both conventions. 
In 1 956, the Democrats met 
in Chicago while the Republi­ 
cans met in San Francisco. But 
if they meet in 1 960 at the 
same site, probably a week 
apart, they could share con­ 
struction and decoration costs. 
Kansas City, Louisville and 
Cleveland also have bid for the 
Republican convention.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
This is Farm-City Week To 
Remind You Of Agriculture 


Farm-Citv Week, 
spo nso red jo intly 
by the Marin Co unty Farm Bureau and 
San Rafael Chamber o f Co mmerce, is 
being o bserv ed this week here in Marin. 
The rapid g ro wth o f subdiv isio ns has 
ro lled back the bo rders o f o ur farm 
lands since Wo rld War II until we no w 
tend to think o f farming o nly as “ so m e­ 
thing that used to be. but is no mo re.“ 
The facts o f the matter are quite dif­ 
ferent. Actually , dairy pro ductio n in 
Marin has increased steadily in recent 
y ears. Last y ear it amo unted to mo re 
than $1 1 millio n. 
It is true that cro ps such as g rapes, 
pears, walnuts, apples, peaches, apri­ 
co ts and prunes hav e nearly faded away . 
But o ur nursery and cut flo wer business 
has increased until it no w' ex ceeds a 
millio n do llars a y ear in Marin. 
Acco rding to the annual repo rt o f 
Co unty Ag ricultural Co mmissio ner Tho ­ 
mas W. Pery am, Marin ag ricultural pro ­ 
ductio n last y ear also included: 
Nearly $1 0 0 tho usand wo rth o f v eg e­ 
tables, 
Mo re than $2 0 0 tho usand wo rth o f 
field cro ps including hay and o ats. 
Nearly o ne millio n do llar’s wo rth cf 
beef cattle, 


Mo re than $3 0 0 tho usand wo rth o f 
lambs and wo o l, and 
Mo re than a quarter millio n do llar’s 
wo rth o f eg g s and po ultry . 
Pery am's repo rt also sho ws a steady 
g ain in the v alue o f ag ricultural pro d­ 
ucts pro duced in Marin o v er the past 
fiv e y ears, rising to a hig h o f mo re than 
$1 4 millio n last y ear. 
So ag riculture is still with us here in 
Marin and pro ductio n seems to climb 
despite declining farm acreag es. 


So it is appro priate fo r us to g iv e 
reco g nitio n to the co ntributio n o f ag ri­ 
culture to the eco no my o f o ur co unty . 


Strang ely eno ug h, farm equipment, 
machinery and feed are NOT so ld in o ur 
co unty seat. But this do es NOT mean 
that o ur sho pping districts do n’t benefit 
fro m ag riculture. 
Our farmers buy mo st o f their dry ­ 
g o o ds rig ht here in Marin. And their 
$1 4 millio n annual inco me represents 
quite a chunk o f purchasing po wer. 
When y o u see the dairy co ws o n dis­ 
play in fro nt o f the co urt ho use later this 
week, let them be mo re than curio si­ 
ties. Let them be reminders o f the im­ 
po rtance o f ag riculture to Marin.

The narcissus, reg arded as an early 


spring flo wer in mo st o f the co untry , is 


blo o ming in No v ember, as usual, in 


so me parts o f Marin. 


These lo v ely , ex quisitely frag rant lil­

Their wax y blo sso ms, co n­ 
sisting o f a co lo red cup surro unded by 
delicate white petals, are a delig ht to the 
ey e. Their perfume is perv ading and 
headv . 


These attractiv e flo wers hav e beco me 
the sy mbo l o f self-lo v e. They bear the 
same name as the Narcissus who be­ 
came so enamo red with his o wn reflec­ 
tio n in a po o l that he fell in and 
dro wned. 
Marin seems ideally suited to their 
cultiv atio n. They thriv e here with a min­ 
imum o f wo rk and fretting . The flo wers 
are beautiful. If they are in lo v e with 
themselv es, at least they hav e g o o d 
reaso n.

Public Spending For Concentrated 
Population Is Big Problem For Us 


What is this tid e which has 
brou ght in both Nelson Rocke­ 
feller and a great Democratic 
majority ? It is p rop elled , I 
believ e, by the growing con­ 
v iction that ou r p u blic need s 
are not being ad eq u ately met. 
We hav e become in large 
p art a mass society liv ing in 
congested u rban agglomera­ 
tions. One half of ou r p eop le 
liv e in metrop olitan areas; in 
the six Northeastern states 
fou r-fifths of the p eop le liv e 
close together in su ch metro­ 
p olitan areas. 
This is not the only reason, 
bu t it is an imp ortant and a 
su fficient reason, 
why 
the 
cou ntry tod ay is comp elled to 
sp end 
on 
civ ilian 
p rojects 
more p u blic money than it 
u sed to sp end . 


OUT IN THE COUNTRY or 
ev en in small v illages, the in­ 
d iv id u al can d o many things 
for himself which in the city 
mu st be d one by p u blic enter­ 
p rise. 
When a commu nity grows 
from, let u s say , 10,000 inhab­ 
itants to 100,000, the cost of 
the p u blic serv ices req u ired 
is bou nd to go u p more than 
ten times. For the larger com­ 
mu nity req u ires ex tensiv e fa­ 
cilities—as, for ex amp le, wid ­ 
er road s and u nd erp asses — 
which the small town d oes not 
hav e to hav e at all. 


BECAUSE 
OF the 
great 
cost of the second World War 
and the large cost of the cold 
war, this cou ntry , which is a 
v ery d ifferent cou ntry from 
what it was 20 y ears ago, is in 
a p red icament. It is rich in 
the things that money can 
bu y and it is, sp eaking com­ 
p arativ ely , p oor in the serv ­ 
ices and the facilities that p ri­ 
v ate enterp rise cannot su p p ly . 
From now on, barring a 
great war, ou r internal p oli­ 
cies will be d ominated , we 
may be reasonably certain, by 
this p red icament. 
In it lies the real p roblem 
of “sp end ing.” The p roblem is 
whether the p rod u ctiv ity of 
ou r economy can be increased 
so that p u blic sp end ing can be 
increased withou t forcing a 
d ecrease in p riv ate sp end ing, 
p erhap s ev en while p ermit­ 
ting an increase in p riv ate 
sp end ing. This will be the sub­ 
ject of a great debate in the 
y ears ahead of us. 
There are, no do ubt, many 


d ifferent conclu sions to 
be 
d rawn from all this. Bu t the 
first conclu sion I wou ld d raw’ 
is that the Presid ent shou ld 
look not only at his $8 0,000,- 
000.000 bu d get and its $12,- 
000.000.000 d eficit. He shou ld 
look also at the p roblem o f 
the economy which is still 
ru nning below cap acity . 


AND LAST bu t not least, he 
shou ld look sq u arely at the 
v ast comp lex of d ifficu lties 
which are being cau sed by the 
lag in ou r p u blic serv ices, and 
at the hu man strain to which 
this lag su bjects ou r p eop le. 


The fu tu re, which he mu st 
face for another two y ears, 
will be greatly concerned with 
this lag. It will be concerned 
with the lag in the p rov ision 
of schools and colleges, with 
the lag in hosp itals and med ­ 
ical serv ices, with the d efi­ 
ciency of highway s and the 
backward ness of mu ch of ou r 
transp ortation, and with city 
p lanning and slu m clearance. 


THE FUTURE will be co n­ 
cerned with the conserv ation 
and the d ev elop ment o f o ur 
natu ral resou rces, with the 
water su p p ly of large areas 
o f 
the cou ntry , with the contam­ 
ination of the air, and with 
many other conseq u ences o f 
the ex traord inary growth o f 
ou r p op u lation, its conglom­ 
eration in big u rban masses, 
and with the shaking u p o f 
the p eop le's habits d u e to the 
ap p lication o f mod ern 
sci­ 
ence.

ments may be deducted by the 
husband and included by the 
wife.

tax as though y ou were filing 
a joint return for 19 5 8 if y ou 
hflv e not remarried and if y ou 
hav e a dependent child or step­ 
child.

San 
Rafael. Tsegeleto s is a co rrec­

Fo r the ir Mex ican ad v entu re 
they carted alo ng a 35 -ho rse- 
p o wer o u tbo ard mo to r, their 
skin d iv ing su its and related 
eq u ip ment, aq u alu ngs fo r d eep 
su bm e rge nce and sev eral ha r ­ 
p o o n gu ns.

On their initial fo ray they 
had been in the water less 


than 20 
m i n u t e s when a 
shark abo ut sev en feet lo ng 
started circling them. 
“ It 
came 
within 
20 feet,” 
Gid d ings said . “ We tried u n­ 
su ccessfu lly to get a sho t at 
it. Fo r a go o d killing sho t we'd 
hav e had to be within 10 feet.” 
The shark left after making 
two circles. It had sho wn u p , 
Gid d ings 
said , 
“ becau se 
we 
mad e a lo t o f no ise getting into 
the water. Sharks are attracted 
by v ibratio ns.” 
He said ano ther lu re may 
hav e been the so u nd s mad e by 
a sheep shead which Tsegeleto s 
had harp o o ned mo ments earli­ 
er. “ When a fish is sho t, it lets 
o u tcries ju st like a hu m a n be­ 
ing in p ain,” he said. 
The three Marinites felt rea­ 


so nably secu re in the p resence 
o f sharks. 


“ Actually 
they ’re 
quite 
stupid,” Giddings said. “ They 
attack 
o nly 
when 
they ’re 
darned sure that what they ’re 
after can’t bite back. T hey ’re 
no t aware o f their trem end­

A fte r their first enco u nter 
with a shark, the three d iv ers 
started hu nting sheep shead in 
earnest. Bu t new d angers were 
lu rking in the d ep ths.

6 0 feet o f water. Gid d ings came 
u p o n a scho o l o f 5 0 to 100 b a r­ 
racu d a. “ They m ad e o ne p ass, 
lo o ked me o v er and w ent o n,” 
he said . 
On the fo u rth d ay . Tsegeleto s 
su d d enly ap p eared o n the s u r ­ 
face, screamed , “ S hark!” and 
d isap p eared

Brown Made 
Many Pledges 
In Campaign 


SACRAMENTO (UPD — Pat 
Brown says he will be a “bread 
and butter’’ governor for all of 
the people of California. 
Exactly what this means 
when translated into the hard, 
cold lexicon of practical politics 
is hard to say. 
But the 53*year-old governor- 
elect, during more than a year 
of strenuous campaigning, did 
lay down the broad outlines of 
the legislative program he ex­ 
pects to pursue when he takes 
office in January. 
Certainly the political cli­ 
mate is ripe for Brown to suc­ 
ceed in his program—for no 
new California governor has 
stepped into office in decades 
with a more receptive legis­ 
lative branch than Brown will 
find next Jan. 5. 
Semi-official but final elec­ 
tion results show the Demo­ 
cratic chief executive will have 
a Senate weighted with 27 
Democrats against only 13 Re­ 
publicans. And the Assembly, 
the lower house of the Legis­ 
lature, will be split 47 to 33 
in favor of Brown’s party. 
The leaders of both houses 
meet with Brown’s personal 
approval and many of them 
worked hard in the campaign 
to assure his election. He will 
have almost everything going 
for him when he first sits down 
in the governor’s chair. 
A careful review of all of the 
speeches Brown made during 
his year-long campaign for the 
governorship shows that he 
made many specific pledges 
and promises. Most of them will 
cost the taxpayers money. 
That, perhaps, will be the 
most difficult problem he faces 
—how to boost teachers’ sal­ 
aries, enlarge the state univer­ 
sity, hire more probation offi­ 
cers, build the Feather River 
project, add more state hospi­ 
tals, increase recreational facil­ 
ities and still cope with an ex­ 
pected budget deficit of more 
than 200 million dollars. 
Brown never has said flatly 
one way or the other whether 
he will recommend new or 
higher taxes when he takes 
office. But he has hinted tax 
increases 
probably 
will 
be 
necessary. 
They probably would be any­ 
way, 
no 
matter 
whether 
Brown’s ambitious legislative 
program is enacted or not, be­ 
cause the state for the past sev­ 
eral years has been in deficit 
financing—that is, it has been 


spending more than it is taking 
in, and the wartime surpluses 
piled up under ex-Gov. Warren 
are all but exhausted. 
If he seeks new taxes, he is 
in for a battle. Warren, despite 
all his personal popularity, 
never was able to sell the Legis­ 
lature on his complete tax pro­ 
gram. Retiring Gov. Goodwin 
J. Knight, like Warren a Re­ 
publican, also failed in his bid 
for a cigarette tax, although he 
did obtain a 14 million dollar 
increase in hard liquor taxes 
while failing to boost beer and 
horse racing levies. 
Brown himself admits that 
finances and taxes are his most 
serious problem. 
“The toughest single prob­ 
lem I’m going to have to face is 
the question of economy in 
government and new taxes,” he 
said.

PROMOTION MEN SAY: 


Turkey Shouldn't Be 


A Sometime Thing 


By ALTON PRYOR 
DAVIS (UPD—Those who think 
that a w'oman’s work is never 
done should take a look at the 
life being forced on the lady 
turkey. 
Promotion men have already 
suggested depriving the lady 
turkey of her “sex label’’ at 
the meat counter — and now 
University of California scien­ 
tists are pushing the lady bird 
even farther against the hen 
house wall by suggesting that 
she work the year around. 
The promotion men hope to 
push sales by removing the 
turkey hen’s gender from the 
meat counter sales tag, and the 
scientists hope to fool the bird 
into providing a constant year- 
around supply for the meat 
counter. 
Turkeys generally spend 
eight months of the year 
gathering strength and plan­ 
ning ahead, followed bv a 
four-month 
flurry 
of egg- 
laying—that is until their 
ambitions were aroused by 
artificial lighting and wea­ 
ther regulating techniques. 
Applying the artificial days 
and seasons in a series of ex­ 


perim ents is Wilbor O. Wilson 
; of the Poultry Husbandry De­ 
partment on the University’s 
Davis campus. 
Wilson said his study of tur­ 
key production using artificial 
lighting to regulate the length 
of the laying day and air con­ 
ditioning to level off the sea­ 
sons makes it “entirely possi­ 
ble today for the supply of 
fresh turkeys to be continuous 
throughout the year.’’ 
Wilson housed his birds in 
light-proofed pens in his latest 
experiment. 
Each 
pen 
was 
equipped with a room air con­ 
ditioner to supply fresh air 
He said the best produc­ 
tion was obtained when the 
working hours for the birds 
were suddenly increased fol­ 
lowing a “conditioning’’ per­ 
iod during which the lights 
were on for only six hours a 
day. After this three-week 
short-day period, he jumped 
the hours of illumination to 
14 hours a day. 
“Apparently it’s the abrupt 
jump— from a six-hour day to 
a 14-hour day—that accounts 
for the improved production,” 
said Wilson. And he added

The experiments also showed 
that the hens matured earlier 
under the lighting and season 
control.

should be 30 weeks of age be-1 Hall, 
fore they begin to lay. 
“Year around turkey pro­ 
duction 
should benefit al­ 
most everyone,” said Wilson. 
“The grower’s operation will 
be steady during the year, 
distributors will not have to 
hold so many birds in cold 
storage and the housewife 
will be able to get her fa­ 
vorite size of turkey any­ 
time—and probably at a low­ 
er price.”

Top Court Upholds 


Alabama School Law 


WASHINGTON OJPD — The 
Supreme 
Court ruled 
today 
that the Alabama pupil place­ 
ment l a w—as w r i11e n—is 
constitutional. 
Today’s brief order affirmed 
a lower court ruling to this 
effect. 
An appeal had been 
filed on behalf of four Negro 
children. 
A three-judge federal court 
held last May that the Alabama 
statute, on its face, provides 
the machinery for administer­ 
ing schools “in a constitutional 
manner by the admission of 
qualified pupils upon a basis 
of individual merit without re­ 
gard to their race or color.” 
The opinion said the rec­ 
ord in the case did not show 
the exclusion of the four Ne­ 
groes from schools of their 
choice to be based on any­ 
thing hut a proper test. 
But 


the opinion added if the law 
were not properly adminis­ 
tered it might be declared 
unconstitutional in some fu­ 
ture lawsuit. 


Today’s 
high 
court 
order 
made it plain that it was af­ 
firming 
"on 
the 
l i m i t e d 
grounds on which the district 
court rested its decision.” 


The case started with an ap­ 
plication by the children in 
August. 1957, for transfer to 
white schools in Birmingham 
nearer 
their 
homes. 
They 
brought suit in federal court 
after the Birmingham Board of 
Education failed to act on their 
ipplication within a time limit 
set by the school placement 
law. 
Alabama is one of 10 south­ 
ern states that have adopted 
various forms of school place­ 


ment or pupil assignment laws 
since the Supreme Court’s 1954 
school 
desegregation 
ruling. 
The high court previously de- 
! clined to review7 lower court 
decisions which held Virginia 
and 
Louisiana 
pupil 
assign­ 
ment laws unconstitutional and 
1 North Carolina’s law consti­ 
tutional. 
The Alabama statute, adopt­ 
ed in 1955 and amended in 
I 1957, 
directs 
local 
school 
boards, in assigning pupils to 
schools, to consider a number 
of factors. 
The latter include 
available space, psychological 
I qualifications, the possibility of 
disorder and “the maintenance 
or severance of established so­ 
cial and psychological relation­ 
ships with other pupils and 
with teachers.” 
Race is not 
mentioned as a factor. 


In their appeal to Supreme 
Court, lawyers for the four 
Negro 
children 
contended 
that the fact that race is not 
mentioned is immaterial. 
They argued that the law 
was clearly intended “to pre­ 
vent 
non-segregated 
public 
education in Alabama at all 
costs.”

Nixon, on the other hand, ab- 
viously is not going to intrude 
in New York, where Rocke­ 
feller is expected to have con­ 
trol of the largest of the state 
delegations to the convention 
two years from now.

Texas — long considered an 
“oilman's graveyard.” 
The oilmen who leased min­ 
eral rights to the land called 
the well the Santa Rita after 
the Saint of Impossible.

ricades and fighting planes to 
protect an airlift if the East 
Germans get tough about let­ 
ting supplies through to the 
10,000 British, American and 
French troops holding the is­ 
land of West Berlin, 110 miles 
behind the Iron Curtain.

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His Highness Done 
To A Golden Turn 


True to tradition, a tender,! 
well-browned turkey will reign ; 
at the Thanksgiving feast in 
homes all over the country, | 
come Thursday. The bird can 
look like a cook’s dream if it’s | 
tucked snuggly in an airtight; 
jacket of aluminum foil before; 
it goes into the oven, then un­ 
covered to brown shortly be-! 
fore it is removed. 
Nothing is more tempting to 
a family and guests than the , 
sight of the golden-brown tur­ 
key, piping hot, resting on a 
platter waiting to be carved.! 
Just as there is a right way to 
cook a fowl, there is a right | 
way to carve and serve it. And 
tasty cranberry orange relish 
in bright foil dishes makes the 
bird even most festive looking. 
Here are recommendations 
for cooking, carving and serv­ 
ing the Thanksgiving turkey, 
as well as how to make the foil 
cranberry relish dishes. 


ROASTING INSTRUCTIONS 
1. Preheat oven to 425 de­ 
grees F. 
2. Grease skin of bird with 
soft butter, sprinkle with salt, 
pepper. 
3. Set bird in center of large 
square of heavy-duty foil or 
double-thick household weight 
foil. (If sheet is too narrow, 
fold two together lengthwise, 
using double fold.) 
4. Press 
e d g e s 
together 
above turkey; close with dou­ 
ble 
f o 1 d, 
pressing 
firmly 


against bird. 
5. Fold ends over and over, 
pressing close to turkey. 
6. Place wrapped turkey on 
rack in shallow pan. 
7. If meat thermometer is 
used, insert it through foil. 
8. Roast according to chart 
below. 
9. Forty-five minutes before 
turkey is done, open foil; push 
away for browning. 
When the turkey is taken 
from the oven, it should be 
permitted to “set” for a few 
minutes before it is carved. 
The platter on which the fowl 
is to be served 
should 
be 
warmed so that the bird will 
remain hot throughout carving 
and serving. 
When carving is done at the 
table, the platter containing the 
turkey is set directly in front 
of the carver, forward of his 
place setting. His water glass 
and 
salad 
plate, 
and 
other 
tableware which may be in his 
way, 
can 
be 
moved 
aside. 
Warmed 
dinner 
plates 
are 
stacked in front of him. Wheth­ 
er he stands or sits to do his 
job is a matter of choice. All 
meats and fowls should be 
carved across the grain, with 
a sharp knife. 
Here are some carving point­ 
ers: 
1. Place bird on platter with 
legs to carver’s right. Remove 
string and skewers. 
2. Starting on side toward 
carver, place carving knife be-

3. Separate leg from body 
by pressing leg outward with 
knife and bending it back with 
the carving fork inserted, tines 
point down, into drumstick. 
Lift to extra warmed platter, 
placed at left of dinner plates. 
4. Separate thigh from drum­ 
stick, just above round bone, 
slice off dark meat for serv- 
j ice. 
5. Disjoint wing and separ­ 
ate from body in same manner 
as leg. 
6. Insert fork through ribs 
above backbone. 
7. Make a cut above wing 
(joint through to body frame. 
8. Using either carving knife 
or slicer, slice breast downward 
with straight, even strokes be­ 
ginning halfway up the breast. 
When knife reaches incision 
above wing bone, slices will fall 
free. 
9. Continue slicing breast by 
beginning at a higher point 
leach time until crest of bone 
is reached. 
10. The plater is turned and 
the same procedure followed 
for other side. 
A garnish of cranberry relish 
in foil cups presents a pretty 
picture on the platter. The 
relish may be made well in 
advance of Thanksgiving, then 
frozen in its foil cups. It can be 
thawed just before serving.

Almost as good, if not better, 
han the holiday dinner itself 
s the turkey meat left over. 
\nd, as they say in the old nur- 
;ery rhyme, “Some like it hot, 
some like it cold, some like it 
n the pot nine days old.” 
Whether you like it cold for 
tandwiches or baked in a cas- 
;erole, you do want to preserve 
ill the juiciness and flavor of 
he meat. Best way to keep the 
urkey from drying out—and 
ncidentally save storage space 
n your refrigerator—is to slice 
t off the bird as soon as it has 
rooled. 
Wrapped and sealed in alumi- 
lum foil or plastic film, turkey 
will stay fresh and sweet in the 
•efrigerator about a week—in 
he freezer for six to nine 
nonths. In dividing the left­ 
overs into mealsize packages,

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
This Is Farm-City Week To 
Remind You Of Agriculture 


Farm-City Week, sponsored jointly 
by the Marin County Farm Bureau and 
San Rafael Chamber of Commerce, is 
being observed this week here in Marin. 
The rapid growth of subdivisions has 
rolled back the borders of our farm 
lands since World War II until we now 
tend to think of farming only as “some­ 
thing that used to be. but is no more.’’ 
The facts of the matter are quite dif­ 
ferent. Actually, dairy production in 
Marin has increased steadily in recent 
years. Last year it amounted to more 
than $11 million. 
It is true that crops such as grapes, 
pears, walnuts, apples, peaches, apri­ 
cots and prunes have nearly faded away. 
But our nursery and cut flower business 
has increased until it now exceeds a 
million dollars a year in Marin. 
According to the annual report of 
County Agricultural Commissioner Tho­ 
mas W. Peryam, Marin agricultural pro­ 
duction last year also included: 
Nearly $100 thousand worth of vege­ 
tables, 
More than $200 thousand worth of 
field crops including hay and oats. 
Nearly one million dollar's worth cf 
beef cattle, 


More than $300 thousand worth of 
lambs and wool, and 
More than a quarter million dollar’s 
worth of eggs and poultry. 
Peryam ’s report also shows a steady 
gain in the value of agricultural prod­ 
ucts produced in Marin over the past 
five years, rising to a high of more than 
$14 million last year. 
So agriculture is still with us here in 
Marin and production seems to climb 
despite declining farm acreages. 
So it is appropriate for us to give 
recognition to the contribution of agri­ 
culture to the economy of our county. 
Strangely enough, farm equipment, 
machinery and feed are NOT sold in our 
county seat. But this does NOT mean 
that our'shopping districts don't benefit 
from agriculture. 
Our farmers buy most of their dry­ 
goods right here in Marin. And their 
$14 million annual income represents 
quite a chunk of purchasing power. 
When you see the dairy cows on dis­ 
play in front of the court house later this 
week, let them be more than curiosi­ 
ties. Let them be reminders of the im­ 
portance of agriculture to Marin. 


Spring Flowers In Marin Now 


The narcissus, regarded as an early 
spring flower in most of the country, is 
blooming in November, as usual, in 
some parts of Marin. 


These lovely, exquisitely fragrant lil­ 
ies bloom through January in our be­ 
nign climate. Their waxy blossoms, con­ 
sisting of a colored cup surrounded by 
delicate white petals, are a delight to the 
eye. Their perfume is pervading and 
heady. 


These attractive flowers have become 
the symbol of self-love. They bear the 
same name as the Narcissus who be­ 
came so enamored with his own reflec­ 
tion in a pool that he fell in and 
drowned. 
Marin seems ideally suited to their 
cultivation. They thrive here with a min­ 
imum of work and fretting. The flowers 
are beautiful. If they are in love with 
themselves, at least they have good 
reason.

Will Gasoline Be Next Item On 


Which State Will Fix Prices? 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
The question of w hether the 
state legislature will extend 
the price-fixing authority to 
include gasoline during the 
1959 session is a good one to 
ask at the present time. Hear 
ings on the subject will be 
conducted by the Democratic 
assemblyman 
f r o m 
Sacra­ 
mento county, Thomas J. Mac- 
Bride. 
Already, the State qf Cali­ 
fornia fixes the prices of milk 
in various m arketing areas, 
the result of which is the cre­ 
ation of a milk trust, and the 
abandonm ent of private en­ 
terprise in the milk industry. 
The 
state 
also 
requires 
liquor prices to be posted, and 
imposes penalties if retailers 
are caught having a sale at 
prices below those filed with 
the state director of alcoholic 
beverage control. 


MacBRIDE IS chairman of 
the Assembly Interim Judici­ 
ary Sub-committee On Market­ 
ing and Trade Practices. He 
has announced he will hold 
hearing w ith his committee in 
Sacramento M o n d a y a n d 
Tuesday. 
Evidence regarding the es­

areas, and the requirem ent 
that all gas of the same m an­ 
ufacture and quality be sold 
to retail dealers at the same 
wholesale price in the same 
m arketing area will be taken 
by the committee.

Retail gas dealers appear 
to be the complaintants, as 
MacBride

charged the oil industry with 
using unfair and discrimina­ 
tory m arketing practices to 
control gasoline prices and 
the activities of retail gaso­ 
line dealers. 


The gas buying public usu­ 
ally isn’t hurt when prices 
drop due to competition. The 
injury occurs when the indus­ 
try gets the state to fix prices.

Next week, the Sausalito 
city council is scheduled to 
make a decision on whether it 
will hold a competitive exam­ 
ination leading to the selec­ 
tion of a chief of police to 
take over when Lou Moun- 
tanos becomes sheriff.

Public Spending For Concentrated 


Population Is Big Problem For Us 


What is this tide which has 
brought in both Nelson Rocke­ 
feller and a great Democratic 
majority? It is propelled, I 
believe, by the growing con­ 
viction that our public needs 
are not being adequately met. 
We have become in large 
part a mass society living in 
congested urban agglomera­ 
tions. One half of our people 
live in metropolitan areas; in 
the six Northeastern states 
four-fifths of the people live 
close together in such m etro­ 
politan areas. 
This is not the only reason, 
but it is an important and a 
sufficient 
reason, 
why 
the 
country today is compelled to 
spend 
on 
civilian 
projects 
more public money than it 
used to spend. 


OUT IN THE COUNTRY or 
even in small villages, the in­ 
dividual can do many things 
for himself which in the city 
must be done by public en ter­ 
prise. 
When a community grows 
from, let us say, 10,000 inhab­ 
itants to 100,000, the cost of 
the public services required 
is bound to go up more than 
ten times. For the larger com­ 
munity requires extensive fa­ 
cilities— as, for example, wid­ 
er roads and underpasses — 
which the small town does not 
have to have at all. 


BECAUSE 
OF 
the 
great 
cost of the second World W ar 
and the large cost of the cold 
war, this country, which is a 
very different country from 
what it was 20 years ago, is in 
a predicament. It is rich in 
the things that money can 
buy and it is, speaking com­ 
paratively, poor in the serv­ 
ices and the facilities that pri­ 
vate enterprise cannot supply. 
From now on, barring a 
great war, our internal poli­ 
cies will be dominated, we 
may be reasonably certain, by 
this predicament. 
In it lies the real problem 
of “spending.” The problem is 
w hether the productivity of 
our economy can be increased 
so that public spending can be 
increased without forcing a 
decrease in private spending, 
perhaps even while perm it­ 
ting an increase in private 
spending. This will be the sub­ 
ject of a great debate in the 
years ahead of us. 
There are, no doubt, many 


different conclusions to be 
drawn from all this. But the 
first conclusion I would draw 
is that the President should 
look not only at his $80,000,- 


000,000 budget and its $12,- 
000,000.000 deficit. He should 
look also at the problem of 
the economy which is still 
running below capacity. 


AND LAST but not least, he 
should look squarely at the 
vast complex of difficulties 
w hich are being caused by the 
lag in our public services, and 
at the hum an strain to w'hich 
this lag subjects our people. 


The future, w'hich he m ust 
face for another two years, 
will be greatly concerned with 
this lag. It will be concerned 
with the lag in the provision 
of schools and colleges, with 
the lag in hospitals and m ed­ 
ical services, with the defi­ 
ciency of highways and the 
backwardness of much of our 
transportation, and with city 
planning and slum clearance. 


THE FUTURE will be con­ 
cerned with the conservation 
and the development of our 
natural resources, with the 
water supply of large areas of 
the country, with the contam ­ 
ination of the air, and with 
many other consequences of 
the extraordinary growth of 
our population, its conglom­ 
eration in big urban masses, 
and with the shaking up of 
the people's habits due to the 
application 
of 
modern 
sci­ 
ence.

Here is a check list of some 
of the things that you should 
consider doing or taking action 
about now, before the first of 
the year if you want to get the 
most benefit from the rules of 
the tax service.

BAD DEBTS 
Bad debts: Be sure you can 
prove they are bad this year 
and claim the deduction. 
Capital losses: If you have 
stock market losses, sell this 
year to take the loss. Warning 
—do not repurchase the same 
or similar stock until at least 
31 days after the sale. 
Contributions: Pay them to 
secure the deduction this year. 
Pledges 
are 
not 
deductible. 
They must be paid. You can 
take up to 30 per cent in some 
circumstances. 


DEPENDENTS 
Dependents: Be slire you can 
claim them. If you are not pro­ 
viding over one-half the cost 
of support, see if you can make 
an agreement with the others 
who are helping with the sup­ 
port. 
Alimony: 
Separation 
pay­ 
ments may be deducted by the 
husband and included by the 
wife. You may want to catch 
up on these payments this year. 
If your spouse died in 1956 
or 1957, chances are you filed 
a joint return with her for that 
year. You can compute your 


tax as though you were filing 
a joint return for 1958 if you 
hflve not remarried and if you 
have a dependent child or step­ 
child. You may want to recheck 
your dependency credits on 
this. 


BUSINESS SALES 
Sales of your business equip­ 
ment and business buildings: 
If you have a loss from such 
a sale you can carry the loss 
back for two years and forward 
for five years, or until it is 
offset by earnings. If you have 
a loss that you must take, go 
ahead and sell this year. You 
can take the loss against 1956 
and 1957 income, and if that 
doesn’t cover it all, you can 
carry it forward to 1959, 1960, 
1961, 1962 and 1963. 
Depreciation: You can de­ 
preciate new equipment, orig­ 
inal in use with you, under sev­ 
eral new systems which can 
produce a depreciation rate 
twice as fast as the old straight 
line method. 


LOSSES, GAINS 
Capital gains and losses: Con­ 
sider 
offsetting 
short - t^rm 
gains with long-term losses, 
etc. 


Medical expenses: Pay them 
all this year to get the deduc­ 
tion. 


If any of tnese apply to you, 
you should consult your ac­ 
countant now. before the end 
of the year, to secure the ut­ 
most advantage from the bene­ 
ficial provisions of the code.

Subconsciously they may be

What can you do with an 
accident-prone 
child?

Three Marin skin divers in 
search of adventure got just 
what they wanted this month 
when they forsook the comforts 
of home for the perils of the 
deep on a week-long expedi­ 
tion to Mexico. 
When they left by car for En­ 
senada, the vacationing trio, 
all members of the Marin Skin 
Divers 
Club, 
were 
heading 
str^ g h t for danger in the bril­ 
liant blue waters off the c o a s t 
of Baja, California. 
Within 24 hours, amidst kill­ 
er sharks and barracuda some 
10 fathoms below the surface, 
they were getting more adven­ 
ture than most persons experi­ 
ence in a lifetime. 


“We couldn’t believe it! 
Every day there was some­ 
thing fantastic,” said Alfred 
F. (biddings Jr. of 14 Sequoia 
road, Fairfax, after his re­ 
turn. 


Giddings, 
secretary-treasur- 
er of the divers club and em ­ 
ployee of Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., made the trip 
with 
club 
president 
George 
Tsegeletos of 275 Karen way, 
Mill Valley and James M. Carty 
of 1458 Lincoln avenue, San 
Rafael. Tsegeletos is a correc­ 
tional officer at San Quentin 
Prison and Carty works for 
Morrison Tree Service. 
For their Mexican adventure 
they carted along a 35-horse- 
power outboard motor, their 
skin diving suits and related 
equipment, aqualungs for deep 
submergence and several har­ 
poon guns. 
In Ensenada they rented a 
16-foot boat, putting out to sea 
about 5:30 or 6 o’clock every 
morning. The weather was sun­ 
ny and the water calm. The 
first day they dove off Punta 
Bonda. about six miles down 
the coast. Subsequent diving 
was done in the Toto Santos 
Islands nine miles offshore. 


On their initial foray they 
had been in the water less 


than 20 m i n u t e s when a 
shark about seven feet long 
started circling them. 
“It came within 20 feet,” 
Giddings said. "We tried un­ 
successfully to get a shot at 
it. For a good killing shot we’d 
have had to be within 10 feet.” 
The shark left after making 
two circles. It had shown up, 
Giddings 
said, 
"because 
we 
made a lot of noise getting into 
the water. Sharks are attracted 
by vibrations.” 
He said another lure may 
have been the sounds made by 
a sheepshead which Tsegeletos 
had harpooned moments earli­ 
er. “When a fish is shot, it lets 
outcries just like a human be­ 
ing in pain,” he said. 
The three Marinites felt rea­ 


sonably secure in the presence 
of sharks. 


“Actually 
they’re 
quite 
stupid,” Giddings said. “They 
attack 
only 
when 
they're 
darned sure that what they’re 
after can’t bite hack. They’re 
not aware of their tremend­ 
ous power. If they were, it 
would be a different story.” 


A fter their first encounter 
with a shark, the three divers 
started hunting sheepshead in 
earnest. But new dangers were 
lurking in the depths. 
Using his aqualung in about 
60 feet of water. Giddings came 
upon a school of 50 to 100 bar­ 
racuda. “They made one pass, 
looked me over and went on,” 
he said. 
On the fourth day, Tsegeletos 
suddenly appeared on the sur­ 
face. screamed. “ Shark!” and 
disappeared 
again. 
Giddings 
dived after him and quickly 
saw what all the shouting was 
about. The shark was a 10-foot 
thresher weighing about 400 
pounds. It was too big to shoot, 
and, like the first, swam away 
after its curiosity was satisfied. 
Another time, Giddings shot 
a bat ray, which proceeded to 
pull him deeper and deeper 
with flaps of its huge, powerful 
wings. 


“I guess the gear I was 
using wasn’t heavy enough 
because the fish pulled the 
threads right off my spear,” 
he said. "It must have weigh­ 
ed 60 or 70 pounds.” 


The divers flushed a number

ocean floor, but caught only 
one — a big 10-pounder which 
they 
boiled 
and 
ate. 
Carty 
proved allergic to lobster meat 
and required treatm ent at an 
Ensenada hospital. 


In seeking out the crusta­ 
ceans. the men often found 
themselves face to face with 
vicious moray eels, which have 
a penchant for occupying lob­ 
ster holes on a sort of share- 
the-rent basis. They caught five 
of the slimy creatures. 
Thanks to a Mexican skin 
diver, they learned that the 
way to bring sheepshead within 
easy shooting range is to cut 
open a mussel on the ocean 
floor, leave it there and wait. 
The Mexican assured them the 
fish would come in droves. 


“And they did — first 
small ones by the hundreds, 
then the big ones,” Giddings 
said. “They were like sitting 
ducks.” 


The men gave their catches 
to 
Ensenada 
residents, 
who 
were delighted to get a free 
meal. 
Schools 
of 
frolicking 
por­ 
poises became a familiar sight 
to the skin divers on their daily 
trips to the offshore islands. 
But one day they were en- 
, dangered by a large school of 
blackfish, 
a 
type 
of 
whale 
weighing about 3,000 pounds 
and measuring about 20 feet. 
Some of the whales surfaced 
three feet from the boat, spout­ 
ing water from their blowholes 
and 
uttering 
shrill 
squeaky 
cries. 


“The water was alive with 
them.” Giddings said. “There 
must have been close to a 
hundred. They could have 
overturned 
the 
boat 
very 
easily if they’d wanted to.” 


On their last day out, the 
skin divers sighted three mon­ 
ster killer whales in the dis­ 
tance. 
Suddenly 
a 
military 
plane appeared. It made several 
passes at the whales, strafing 
them with machine gun fire. 
The men could not identify the 
plane’s nationality. 
Marveling at the wonders of 
i the deep, Giddings said: "It’s 
fantastic down there because 
it’s all dead silence. You can 
see everything around you for 
80 or 90 feet. We swam through 
a lot of kelp 
a beautiful sight 
with rays of light shining on 
it. 
It looked like the early 
morning sun coming through a 
stand of redwoods.”

Brown Made 


Many Pledges 


In Campaign 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Pat 
Brown says he w ill be a “bread 
and butter” governor for all of 
the people of California. 
Exactly 
what 
this 
means 
when translated into the hard, 
cold lexicon of practical politics 
is hard to say. 
But the 53-year-old governor- 
elect, during more than a year 
of strenuous campaigning, did 
lay down the broad outlines of 
the legislative program he ex­ 
pects to pursue when he takes 
office in January. 
Certainly the political cli­ 
mate is ripe for Brown to suc­ 
ceed in his program— for no 
new California governor has 
stepped into office in decades 
with a more receptive legis­ 
lative branch than Brown will 
find next Jan. 5. 
Semi-official but final elec­ 
tion results show the Demo­ 
cratic chief executive will have 
a 
Senate weighted 
with 
27 
Democrats against only 13 Re­ 
publicans. And the Assembly, 
the lower house of the Legis­ 
lature, will be split 47 to 33 
in favor of Brown’s party. 
The leaders of both houses 
meet with Brown’s personal 
approval and many of them 
worked hard in the campaign 
to assure his election. He will 
have almost everything going 
for him when he first sits down 
in the governor’s chair. 
A careful review of all of the 
speeches Brown made during 
his year-long campaign for the 
governorship 
shows 
that he 
made many specific pledges 
and promises. Most of them will 
cost the taxpayers money. 
That, perhaps, will be the 
most difficult problem he faces 
— how to boost teachers’ sal­ 
aries, enlarge the state univer­ 
sity, hire more probation offi­ 
cers, build the Feather River 
project, add more state hospi­ 
tals, increase recreational facil­ 
ities and still cope with an ex­ 
pected budget deficit of more 
than 200 million dollars. 
Brown never has said flatly 
one way or the other whether 
he will recommend new or 
higher taxes when he takes 
office. But he has hinted tax 
increases 
probably 
will 
be 
necessary. 
They probably would be any­ 
way, 
no 
matter 
whether 
Brown’s ambitious legislative 
program is enacted or not, be­ 
cause the state for the past sev­ 
eral years has been in deficit 
financing—that is, it has been 


spending more than it is taking 
in, and the wartime surpluses 
piled up under ex-Gov. Warren 
are all but exhausted. 
If he seeks new taxes, he is 
in for a battle. Warren, despite 
all 
his 
personal 
popularity, 
never was able to sell the Legis­ 
lature on his complete tax pro­ 
gram. Retiring Gov. Goodwin 
J. Knight, like Warren a Re­ 
publican, also failed in his bid 
for a cigarette tax, although he 
did obtain a 14 million dollar 
increase in hard liquor taxes 
while failing to boost beer and 
horse racing levies. 
Brown him self admits that 
finances and taxes are his most 
serious problem. 
“The toughest single prob­ 
lem I’m going to have to face is 
the question of economy in 
government and new taxes,” he 
said.

California’s community prop­ 
erty law came to us irom Mex­ 
ican and Spanish law. 
Under the peace treaty of 
1848, the United States agreed 
that we would respect Mexican 
property rights. 
Afterwards California itself 
adopted the system that man 
and wife shall share alike all 
property they earn after mar­ 
riage. This system differs from 
the property laws in most other 
states which grew out of the 
English common law. 


VALID MARRIAGE 
What property you own is 
either “separate” or “commun­ 


ity property, even though it 
would have been, had the cou­ 
ple acquired it here. 
ANOTHER STATE 
But separate earnings may 
become community property. 
For example, 
if a husband 
spent much of his time manag­ 
ing and maintaining his sepa­ 
rate property (an apartment 
house) instead of earning an in­ 
come in other ways. The hus­ 
band’s time belonged to the 
“community.” 
SCRAMBLED PROPERTY 
If a husband and wife have 
“commingled” their property 
so that it cannot be unscram­ 
bled, the law assumes it is com­ 
munity.
